LONG-  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Sts.nda.rd-Tim.es  of  August  31  states  as  follows: 


"Trading  volume  in  extra  staple  cotton  did  not  run  as  high  during  the 
past  week  as  during  the  previous  week,  but  dealing  continued  in  some 
quarters  here  and  in  other  New  England  centers  and  buying  interest  was 
active . 

"Extra  staple  lengths  ranging  from  inch  and  thirty-seconds  up  to  inch 
and  three-sixteenths  figured  in  the  week's  activity,  in  New  Bedford, 
Providence  and  Fall  River.    Selected  shorter  cottons  .also  sold  in  Fall 
River  and  Boston  markets  in  considerable  volume. 

"Based  on  December  futures  government  classed  cotton  is  quoted  herewith 
for  strict  low  middling,  for  middling  and  for  strict  middling,  F.O.B. 
New  Bedford:

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  September  14  states  as  follows: 

"More  active  buying  interest,  some  definite  mill  inquiry  and  a  very 
moderate  amount  of  actual  trading  characterized  e:ctra  staple  cotton 
markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during  the  past  week.  Spots 
were  wanted  in  some  quarters  but  were  hard  to  find  in  the  length  and 
grade  desired.    Rising  futures  found  a  few  shippers  willing  to  accept 
business  at  slightly  lower  basis  premiums  than  they  formerly  quoted,  but 
this  was  only  occasional  and- market  quotations,  as  a  rule,  were  unchanged 
from  the  two  preceding  weeks,  even  though  there  was  somewhat  more  activity.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN-EGYPTIAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  JULY,  1941 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  July  as  3,086  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight, 
compared  with  2,4^9  bales  in  June  and  2,579  bales  in  May.    The  mill  • 
, consumption  of  imported  Egyptian'  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  5,454 
'bales  in  July,  compared  with  .5,46?  bales  in  June  and  6.016  bales  in  May. 

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN-EGYPTIAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  AUGUST,  1941 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports .mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  August  as '.2,754.  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight, 
compared  with  3,086  bales  in  July  and  2,449  bales  in  June.    The  mill- 
consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  5,647 
bales  in  August,  compared  with  5,454  bales  in  July  and  5,467  bales  in  June.
